NEWS FOR HOME DRESSMAKERS TWO - FOLD ORIGIN OF EASTER 


The bolero style of bodice is very ef­ 
fective in black, as variation may be 
obtained by touches of different m a­ 
terial; or if the bolero is a separate gar­ 
ment, various blouses, shirts, or vests 
can be worn, so as to make a change 
in the toilette. 
For an all-black gown 
it is, however, preferable to make the 
bodice in one, as shown by our illus­ 
tration. 
The cut Is the same In either case, but 
If the bolero is separate, it should be 
warmly Interlined 
with 
domette to 
serve as an outdoor garment on mild 
days, and a warm shirt or blouse can 
he worn beneath it. If separate, the fit. 
must be a trifle easy, especially at the 
armhole, and the points on the upper 
sleeve must not be too pronounced, or 
they are ap t to turn up. 
This bolero fastens slightly to the left 
side, and shows the vest above it in the 
form of a small round yoke. The pret­ 
tiest contract Is made by tucked or 
corded satin Orlentale and vigogne. 
Narrow bias bands of straps or satin 
stitched on each side might be used for 
this model, or narrow Russian braid, 
as shown, or even grouped lines of sillc 
stitching'. 
Small buttons in cut steel 
and jet are use.d. and this is the only 
touch of relief to the costume. 
The 
skirt is made up with the silk lining, 
and opens In front, where the seam is 
slightly lapped. The back is set in in­ 
verted pleats, and the hips are closely 
fitted by mitered darts. 
The details of the bodico -will be seen 


in the diagram, which shows tlie vest 
or lining, but the Ironts with bosom 
darts sown. If made in one, the top of 
the lining is simply faced with satin, 
and black silk or a black-faced lining 
should he used. 
Only the extension of 
the bolero, which fastens over to the 
left, is faced with silk, and a bias strip 
for the bottom edge, which is loose. 
The bolero is then carefully tacked 
out to the lining, as shown, but the 
little darts must be first seamed up and 
thoroughly pressed, and in vigogne the 
seams will be scarcely discernible when 
so treated. 
The top of the bolero Is 
fixed on to the lining, and the left side 
is only loose at the center front. 
The 
underpart can fasten down the center, 
and the folded belt be put on before the 
bolero is fastened. 
If made as a separate item the cut is 
the same, but it should be lined with 
glace silk, and must til very closely at 
the top. 
A special vest of black Kalin, 
fitted quite tightly, could be made and 
this would be cut as the underpart of 
the diagram and the folded belt still 
put on separately. 
Kill Instructions for 
making a folded belt appeared in a re­ 
cent number. 
A second bolero costume is shown in 
our illustration but here the effect is 
quite different, as this bolero is a sep­ 
arate garment, and warmly lined 
wear over shirts 
and 
blouses. 
The 
gored skirt has two small flat pleats at 
the back, and a deep band of glace, cut 
to shape, and mounted on muslin, is 
covered with rows o£ stitching, and out

lines the skirt. The belt is of satin, cut 
on the bias. or for wear with morning 
shirts n bias belt of the material is use­ 
ful. 
To make It acquire a droop, as 
shown |n the sketch, there should be 
two whalebones or steels at the back 
and front, and these set about one and 
a half inches apart, and quite an inch 
longer than those at the sides. 
A shirt of cream-white 
flannel Is 
shown in the sketch, and a velvet scarf 
with ferret ends. A well-shaped blouse 
of tucked nun's veiling is useful, but 
glace silk lined with some soft warm 
woollen stuff 
is 
admirable 
to wear 
under a bolero. 
The little figures in our diagram show 
the cut of thq bolero, and the small 
dotted lines indicate the shape and po­ 
sition of the stiched collar, which is 
entitrely of satin, kept flat and firm by 
a canvas lining. The stitching is sewn 
through the canvas, and a thin silk lin­ 
ing is sewn over it after the stitching 
is well pressed. 
All these are impor­ 
tant items, and give the proper style to 
the bolero. 
The satin band which outlines the bo­ 
lero Is cut to fit, lined with muslin and 
stitched. It is then pressed and fixed at 
the edge, and the small strap is )»it be­ 
tween the satin band and the material. 
The sleeves are perfectly tight, 
and 
reach to the wrist, and there a bbll- 
shaped cuff of satin joins on. The cuff 
Is stiffened and stitched to match the 
other trimmings. Five and a half yards 
of material, forty-eight inches wide is 
ample for either bolero costume. 


FAIR PLAY IN CUBA. 


The Righteousness and the Dangers 
of Our Action in the Island. 
A fter outlining concisely the course 
of the governm ent in Cuba, the prob­ 
lems th a t have been met, and w ith a 
frank statem ent of present conditions 
in the island, the W orld’s W ork com­ 
m ents thus upon the recent action of 
th e adm inistration:'- 
W e should not be true to our obliga­ 
tions to ourselves and to civilization to 
dem and less. W e have no m oral right 
to leave Cuba w ithout taking such rea­ 
sonable precautions 
th a t our 
work 
there shall be made perm anently ef­ 
fective. 
A ny other course would be 
Billy, sentim ental, flabby—Immoral. 
W e have kept the pledge that wo 
m ade to be liberators and not conquer­ 
ors; we waged a ju st w ar for the free­ 
dom of an oppressed people; and we give 
them a free national existence and our 
protection—actions as w orthy of the 
republic’s best aspirations as any in 
our history or in the history of m an­ 
kind. It is a chapter in hum anity and 
Bftlitical unselfishness th a t m ust make 
every citizen thrill w ith pride who looks 
a t hum an developm ent in its proper 
perspective. In fact, there is no bright­ 
er chapter in the history of nations. 
The possible danger of u ltim a te ‘ad ­ 
mission to statehood is ttye- only grave 
danger th a t is involved in our forced 
assum ption of responsibility 
for 
the 
old Spanish colonies—the danger that, 
out of a m istaken sentim ent for ‘'free­ 
dom,” we m ight some day open all our 
doors to them . The real danger from 
the "anti-im perialist” p arty is th a t It 
m ay yet come to m ake such a dem and; 
fo r it is to such lengths th a t govern­ 
m ent by em otion runs.

Kaster in the "good old days” of the 
early church was a great time and u n ­ 
doubtedly In its celebration not a few 
pagan observances were mingled with 
those of the Christian ritual. 
According to ancient chroniclers we 
learn that the celebration at one time 
lasted eight days. 
It gradually dwin­ 
dled from that to Its present duration, 
as now observed in Europe, of two days, 
including Easter Sunday and Monday. 
Easter has always been the favorite 
season for performing the rite of bap­ 
tism, in conjunction with which much 
feasting was indulged in. 
Lent being 
over the people gave themselves up un­ 
restrainedly 
to enjoyment. 
The old 
term, dominica gaudii, meaning ‘'Sun­ 
day of joy," fitly expressing- the spirit 
in which the occurrence was regarded. 
Bond men were, in this period, given 
their freedom. The week was given up 
to popular sports, dam es and all kinds 
of mirth-creating 
shows. 
Even 
the 
clergy joined in the secular demonstra­ 
tions, reciting legends and anecdotes 
from their pulnits while the poor were 
feasted in the churches. These Easter 
revels finally degenerated into orgies 
and with the coming of the reformation 
in the sixteenth century were abolish­ 
ed. 
It was customary on Easter day for 
the people to salute one another with 
the 
exclamation, 
“surrexit,” 
He 
is 
risen,” the reply being "vere surrexit,” 
"Verily lie is risen.” 
At the time of the introduction of the 
Gregorian calendar, the ecclesiastical 
authorities in deference to ancient cus­ 
tom determined to adhere to the m eth­ 
od of calculating the date of Easter by 
the moon. 
It is not, however, the ac­ 
tual moon in the heavens, nor even 
the mean moon of astronomers that 
regulates the date of Easter, but sim­ 
ply an imaginary moon, whose periods 
are so contrived that the new calen­ 
dar moon always follows the new moon 
of from two to three days. The result 
of this is that the 14th of the calendar 
moon, considered the full moon, since 
the time of Moses, for 
ecclesiastical 
purposes, falls generally on the loth or 
16th of the real moon, which usually is 
two days earlier. Easter day is always 
the first Sunday after the paschal full 
moon, that being the full moon which 
happens upon or next after the 
2 1st 
of March, which is the beginning of the 
ecclesiastical year. 
If the full moon 
happens upon a Sunday, Easter day is 
the following Sunday. 
This arrangement was made In order 
to avoid Raster day happening on the 
date of the Jewish Passover, but it 
has occurred on that date and again 
will in 1903. 
In th*' se'iu‘'>v’<' of the theologlc idea 
It naturally takes a place, strongly sec­ 
ond to that of Christmas In importance 
and more suitable than it for demon­ 
strativeness, among all Christian n a­ 
tions being so honored in the calendar. 
The religious life of our nation h ap ­ 
pily is not blended with its political 
life, and despite the little differences of 
sect and creed, Easter is universally 
regarded amongst us as a strong enun- 
ciative feature of the church militant. 
Its observance in the Catholic, Angli­ 
can and IjUtheran churches differs only 
in point of form. 
The idea of Christ arisen is the in­ 
spiration of all the ceremonial. 
It is peculiarly fitting at the .time 
of year when it occurs, being emblem­ 
atic of the newly arisen buds and blos­ 
soms as it is of the divine idealization. 
The altars of the past have never 
risen to a point equal to the Christian 
embodiment of the idea. 
The application of energy and the 
consummation of results continues with 
little variation as the centuries proceed. 
The crucifixion of man as an element 
in the cosmic economy recurs with each 
generation. 
The dictum "The poor ye have always 
with you” continues, as it were, an im­ 
mutable part of the doctrine of the 
universe. 
Stoics and sybarites have viewed that 
indisputable fact for ages and others 
have attempted to give it the lie, but 
the fact still remains. 
It Is the millstone around the neck 
of humanity. 
But, after "Eloi, eloi, lama sabactha- 
ni”—after the 
tomb has apparently 
closed and sbut out the beautiful life 
self-sacrifice forever, there comes 
an awakening. 
It is not an awakening to the same 
realities and forms which have stood 
before. 
It is the most concrete realization 
of a higher and more suitable exist­ 
ence. born of the grand test of human 
endurance and faithful performance of 
duty. An uplifting from one sphere to 
another. An idealization and a realiza­ 
tion of the heart's dreams and a logi­ 
cal sequence to tradition and experi­ 
ence. 
Easter means so much to us, in fact, 
that in the rush of dally life we scarce­ 
ly recognize all its potentialities. 
I t is the epithalam ium of civilization. 
The budding and welding of new hopes 
and new life, w ith naturally higher de­ 
velopments. 
In the social calendar it is naturally 
made an im portant event of the year. 
I t is* the m ating tim e which nature

It m ay n o t be tru e , as som e good rep u b lican s w ould 
hav e us believe, th a t a faith in th e divine rig h t of k in g s 
of itself is a su fficien t proof of an u n b alan ced m in d but 
q u ite a p a rt from his faith in h im self a s a special a g en t 
of h eav en , W illiam of G erm an y h as given su fficien t re a ­ 
son, both in h is speech and in h is actions, w h y h is su b ­ 
jec ts sh o u ld g rav ely discuss th e q u estio n as to h is com pe­ 
ten ce to p erfo rm th e d u ties of h is office co n sisten tly w ith 
th e w elfare of th e n atio n . 


T h a t E m p e ro r W illiam is in sa n e to som e e x te n t h a rd ly 
ad m its of a doubt, b u t th ere is a q u estio n a s to w h e th e r 
th is p a rtic u la r form and d eg ree of in sa n ity w ill be d a n g e r­ 
ous to his ow n people an d to th e w’o rld a t large. 
W h en we 
co n sid er th e s ta n d in g of G erm an y am o n g th e n a tio n s, and 
th e en o rm o u s m ilita ry pow er th a t is in th e co n tro l of th is 
ru le r w ho ad m its no r e s tra in t upon his a c tio n s, an d w ho 
com bines a reck less in te m p era n c e of speech w ith a claim 
of div in e a u th o rity for e v e ry th in g th a t he does an d says, 
it m u st be confessed th a t th e problem is a m o st serio u s 
one, and it is th e opinion of m an y , both in G erm an y and 
elsew here, th a t th is irre sp o n sib le a u to c ra t does c o n stitu te 
a serio u s d an g e r to th e peace an d safety of th e civilized 
n a tio n s of th e w orld. 


It is fo rtu n a te , how ever, th a t even in G erm an y th e re is 
a lim it beyond w hich th e pow er of d espotism c a n n o t go. 
W e ca n n o t d o u b t th a t s p irit of lib e ralism is s till aliv e 
th ere, no m a tte r how m u ch 
its 
m an ifesta tio n s m ay bo 
checked. 
T h e re a c tio n a ry policy o f th e e m p ero r h a s been 
to le rate d by his people b ecause it h a s been successful, b u t 
it w ould n o t s ta n d th e s tra in of d isa ste r. I t is n o t p o litical 
th eo ries th a t d riv e n a tio n s to rev o lu tio n ; b u t it is in d i­ 
vid u al loss an d suffering. 


B u t th e p atien ce of h is people is n o t th e o n ly lim it upon 
th e pow er o f th e em peror. 
W h a te v e r m ay be th e th eo ry of 
W illiam , it w ill be found in p rac tic e th a t th e re is in th e 
m ac h in e ry of th e g o v ern m en t a po w er th a t is cap ab le of 
re s tra in in g an d c o n tro llin g h im w h en ev er such a step is 
ev id en tly req u ired for th e in te re s ts of th e n a tio n . 
T ho 
pow er th a t p u ts crazy a u to c ra ts w h e re th ey m ay be p re ­ 
v en ted fro m in ju rin g th em selv es an d o th ers is a s tric tly 
c o n stitu tio n a l one, and if it becom es n ecessary to re s o rt 
to it in th is case th e p e rso n a g a in s t w hom i t is d irected 
w ill lea rn of its ex isten ce in a w ay th a t w ill a d m it of no 
doubt. 
G erm an y w ill a v erag e a good m an y sen sib le people 
to th e sq u are m ile, an d it is n o t rea so n a b le to suppose 
th a t th ey w ill allow tho e m p ero r to d riv e th e n a tio n to 
ru in , ev en th o u g h he claim s a h e a v en -se n t rig h t to do so 
if h e pleases.

H R E E n a tio n s a t th e p re se n t tim e sta n d fa r a h e ad of all o th ers as 
co m p etito rs of th e tra d e of th e w orld in th e p ro d u cts of g en eral m a n ­ 
ufactures. 
T hey a re th e U nited Statefe, G erm an y an d G reat B ritain . 
O th er c o u n tries m ay excel in som e p a rtic u la r p ro d u ct in w hich th e ir 
pecu liar soil o r clim ate gives th em a p a rtic u la r a d v a n ta g e a s F ra n ce in w ines 
and silks, Ita ly in olive oil, T u rk e y in raisin s, S outh A m erica in h id es and 
m eats, C hina in tea and v ario u s tro p ical co u n tries in th e ir p ecu liar p roducts, 
b u t th e th re e n a tio n s m entioned a re riv a ls w ith each o th e r for th e m etal, th e 
w oolen, tho cotton and th e w ooden tra d e of th e w orld. T h ey alo n e a re co m p et­ 
itiv e m an u fa c tu re rs of the g re a t sta p le s th a t give in d u stria l su p rem acy based 
upon th e possession of v a st sto re s of iro n and coal an d th e a b ility to p u t th em 
to g eth e r successfully. 
F o r m any y e a rs G reat B rita in h as been u n d isp u ted m istre ss in th is te r r i­ 
to ry , b u t of late h er tw o riv a ls hav e encroached upo n h e r from d ifferen t 
directio n s. 
T h e G erm ans h av e s ta rte d w ith th e p rin cip le of cheapness, and 
by su p p ly in g goods w hose only m erit a t first w as th a t th ey could be b o u g h t 
a t a low er price th a n an y o th e rs in th e w orld, th ey h av e g rad u a lly w on a 
"knowledge and ex perience of in d u stria l m ethods th a t now en ab le th em to 
label th e ir p ro d u cts w ith p rid e a s "m ad e in G erm an y .” 
Tho U n ited S tates 
lias m ade its cam p aig n from th e s ta rtin g po in t of su p e rio r q u ality . 
P rice 
was a t first little reg ard ed and th e tariff w all enabled us to pay o u r w orkm en 
on a scale th a t developed su p e rio r a b ility in every line. 
T h e su p e rio r in g e­ 
n u ity of th e A m erican w o rk m an a s shown* in h is m ech an ical in v en tio n and 
his h ig h er g rad e of h a n d ic ra ft reach ed th e point w h ere h e w as ab le to com ­ 
pete on equal term s w ith th e ch eap ly paid lab o r of o th e r lands, an d a t th e 
p resen t tim e, A m erican, G erm an an d B rito n m eet in th e open m a rk e ts of th e 
w orld in a stru g g le w hose outcom e is n o t y e t determ in ed . 
It is in te restin g in th is co n n ectio n to notice w h at opinion th e G erm an s 
hold of th e ir A m erican co m p etito rs, for it is betw een A m erica and G erm any, 
ra th e r th an betw een e ith e r of th em an d G reat B rita in , th a t th e real s tru g ­ 
gle lies. 


T h ere is no doubt th a t th e G erm an m an u fa c tu re r ap p re c iate s th e se rio u s­ 
n ess nf A m erican co m p etitio n . 
T h e R eview of th e W o rld ’s C om m erce recen tly 
published by o u r d ep a rtm e n t of s ta te q u o tes from th e H a m b u rg er F rem d en - 
l-latt, (F o reig n J o u rn a l), an a rticle tra n sla te d by C onsul G eneral M ason of 
th e U nited S tates d ip lo m atic service. 
In th is a rticle th is lead in g tra d e jo u r­ 
nal of G erm any p o in ts out th a t th e U nited S tates, w hich 10 y ears ago ex p o rted 
m ore th an SO per cent, of a g ric u ltu ra l p ro d u cts an d less th an one-fifth of 
m an u factu red goods, today d raw s n e a rly a th ird of its e n tire ex p o rt from th e 
product of its factories. 
"In o th er w ords, th e union is m arc h in g w ith g ig an tic 
strid es to w a rd s a conversion from an a g ric u ltu ral to an in d u stria l n a tio n .” 
Does n o t th e rap id in crease of th e U nited S tates in th e v alu e of in d u s- 
trirfl exports, th e F re m d e n b la tt a sk s, c o n stitu te an im m in e n t d an g er for all 
com p etin g n atio n s? 
C o n tin u in g th e F re m d e n b la tt say s: 


"If we now tu rn to an in v estig a tio n of all th e elem en ts w hich 
have produced th is trem en d o u s, th is alm o st in cred ib le rev o lu tio n in 
th e w o rld s situ a tio n , it is im p o ssib le w ith in o u r p re se n t lim its to 
consider all th e fac to rs w hich a re of im p o rtan ce to G erm an in te rests 
as w ell a s esse n tia l to a co m p reh en siv e conclusion. 
C o m p eten t ex­ 
perts, w ell info rm ed as to th e in d u stria l and e x p o rt co n d itio n s w hich 
prev ail in th e U nited S tates, h av e e stab lish ed th e fo llo w in g facts: 
"T h e steel m an u facto ries of th e U nited S tates, w hich tw o decades 
ago w ere in th e ir Infancy, to d ay co n tro l th e m a rk e ts of th e w orld, 
d ictate e ith e r d irectly or in d ire ctly th e p rices of iro n an d steel in all 
co u n tries, an d p a rtly th ro u g h th e ric h n e ss of th e ir su p p ly of iro n ores 
and coal, p a rtly by th e u se of lab o r sav in g m ac h in e ry an d sk illfu l, 
effective m ean s of tra n s p o rta tio n , h av e a tta in e d a p o sitio n to n o t o nly 
com pete w ith th e o ld er iro n an d steel p ro d u cin g co u n tries, b u t even 
to p ro fitab ly ex p o rt th e ir p ro d u cts to E n g lan d . 


"A m erican tools, especially h a tc h e ts, axes, files, saw s, b o rin g im ­ 
p lem en ts. etc., en jo y by reason of th e ir ex cellen t q u a lity th e b e st rep ­ 
u tatio n , and in sp ite of th eir h ig h er price s ta n d ab o v e co m p etitio n in 
n e a rly th e w hole w orld. 
A lso in sew in g m achines, bicycles an d a g ri­ 
cu ltu ral im p lem en ts of ev ery kind th e U nited S ta te s h as begun to 
d riv e E n g lan d and G erm any from th e w o rld 's m ark e ts, especially th a t 
of R ussia, w hich m ay be p a rtly a ttrib u te d to th e fact th a t A m erican 
firm s are p ro tected in th eir ow n m a rk e t from fo reig n co m p etitio n and 
ra n th u s sell th e ir m an u factu res ch eap er a b ro ad th a n a t hom e. 


“A rem a rk a b le change b as also ta k e n place in th e field of boot and 
shoe p ro duction. 
H ard ly m o re th a n ten y e a rs ago th e U nited S tates 
im ported shoes from E urope, esp ecially w om en’s fo o t w ear fro m A us­ 
tria , w hile o th er g rad es w ere m ade of lea th e r im p o rted from E n g lan d 
and G erm any. 
T oday, it not only m ak es its e n tire su p p ly of lea th e r 
a t hom e and e x p o rts it in co n sid erab le q u a n titie s, b u t it floods E urope 
w ith read y -m ad e shoes, com petes w ith th e p ro d u cts of ch eap lab o r in 
E n g lan d , e sta b lish e s shoe depots in P a ris and even in th e p rin cip al 
cities of G erm any. 


" T h a t th e U n ited S tates, by reaso n of its ric h n e ss in m in eral oils 
and aided by its u n riv aled fac ilitie s fo r refin in g an d tra n s p o rtin g th is 
in te rn a tio n a l n ecessity , co n tro ls th e p etro leu m tra d e of th e w orld an d 
is held in check only by R u ssia is w ell know n, an d th e fact is only 
cited here in o rd er to include th is w eig h ty facto r in th e calcu latio n . 
T h e ex p erien ce of th e p a st few m o n th s proves th a t w ith in a n o t far- 
d ista n t period, th e coal of th e U n ited S tates w ill p lay th e sam e ro le 
In th e m ark e ts of th e w orld. 
T h e u n io n has rev ersed th e old adage, 
'I t is rid icu lo u s to c a rry coals to N ew castle,' for to d ay a n th ra c ite coals 
from P e n n sy lv a n ia a re ac tu a lly ex p o rted to E n g lan d .

The co n tests th ey engendered excited fierce p a rtisa n b u t h o n est an ta g o n ism s 
w hich, a t d ifferen t periods, th re a te n e d th e d e stru c tio n of th e splen d id g o v ern ­ 
m ental fabric th a t had been erected; b u t one by one th ey hav e all been settled, 
so th a t we h av e today, w o rk in g side by side, an d in h arm o n y , the b e st"g o v ­ 
e rn m en t in the w orld fo r n a tio n a l p urposes, an d th e b e st g o v ern m en ts th a t 
h av e ever been form ed for p u rely dom estic concerns. F o reig n critics, hostile 
to o u r system , m ay c o n tro v ert th is general proposition, b u t no sincere and 
e a rn e st A m erican w ill coincide in opinion w ith them . 
T he fac t is undeniable, how ever, th a t th e re is one g re a t problem In g o v ern ­ 
m en t th a t w e h av e n o t y e t solved, nam ely, th a t of th*e h o n est an d efficient 
a d m in istratio n of th p larg e m u n icip al c e n ters of population. 
In th e en tire 
union, th ere is n o t one m odel a d m in istra tio n of a com m u n ity ru n n in g above 
the h a lf m illion m a rk in po in t o f population. 
If th ere be one, I can n o t recall 
it. 
Is it San F ra n cisco ? St. L o u is? C in cin n ati? N ew O rleans? P h ila d elp h ia? 
C hicago? 
M ost a ssu re d ly it is n o t G re a te r N ew Y ork; an d eq u ally c e rta in is 
it th a t B rooklyn could n o t claim th e d istin ctio n before the ac t of consolidation 
from w hich so m uch w as hoped in th e w ay of im provem ent. 
E v ery citizen of 
al! th ese splendid co m m u n ities w ho Is not a blind o r in te reste d p a rtisa n w ill 
ad m it th a t in ev ery one of th em conditions a re not w h a t th ey should be, an d 
th a t in th e la st h a lf c e n tu ry of th eir existence th ey h av e possessed b u t few 
a d m in istratio n s of w hich th ey w ere n o t h e a rtily asham ed. 
T he p essim ist am ong o u rselves an d th e ad v o cates of m o n arch y a b ro ad are 
never w eary of d in n in g in to o u r e a rs th a t b ecause of th ese sc an d a ls of city 
a d m in istratio n o ur in stitu tio n s a re doom ed, th a t, a s som e republic h a te r once 
said, w e a re as an apple, ro tte n before it is ripe. 
N o lover of h is c o u n try w ill 
co u n ten an ce fo r an in sta n t a n y su ch supposition. 
On th e c o n tra ry , he w ill 
u n falterin g ly m ain tain th a t p o p u lar g o v ern m en t—dem ocracy, rep u b lican ism — 
h as never been so stro n g a s it is a t th e p rese n t tim e, and th a t it h as w ith in 
it a tita n ic s tre n g th of p u rificatio n a n d se lf-p reserv atio n . 
T he tro u b le is th a t 
local politics does n o t appeal to te n s of th o u sa n d s of people in th e larg e cities 
w ith th e sam e force as do s ta te an d n a tio n al affairs. In th e la tte r co n tests these 
classes are th o ro u g h ly aro u sed an d see to it th a t th ey a re th o ro u g h ly rep re ­ 
sen ted in the h ig h er d e p a rtm e n ts an d offices of g o vernm ent. 
T h u s it is th a t 
th e fed eral an d s ta te g o v ern m en ts a re on one h an d n e a rly all th a t could be 
desired, w hile th e larg e city g o v ern m en ts a re in m an y cases allow ed to d egen­ 
e ra te into sin k s of corruption. 
"W h en th in g s a re a t th eir w orst, th ey begin to m en d ” is a v e ry old proverb. 
Po fa r a s city g o v ern m en t is concerned, it m ay be said to be a t its w o rst now, 
and the m ending process has begun, a t least in N ew York. A g re a t reform w ave 
is beginning to sw eep over th e first of A m erican cities, an d will inev itab ly 
extend to all its sisite r cities. 
I h av e th e faith th a t we shall solve th e problem 
of h onest m u n icip al a d m in istratio n here, an d in th a t w ay se t a beneficent 
exam ple to th e w hole co u n try an d stre n g th e n rep u b lican in stitu tio n s ev ery ­ 
w here. 
A s one of th e g re a te st of A m erican statesm en said : "W e m u st never 
d e sp air of th e com m onw ealth, b u t tru s t to th e h o n esty an d good sense of th e 
people.

H is th eo ry w as th a t th e tw o races could n o t live to g eth er 
in a condition of freedom : th a t n a tu re h ad d raw n indelible lines of distin ctio n 
b etw een them , w h ich ren d ered e q u a lity Im possible.

popular government of any kind was 
at that time little more than an ex­ 
periment, and that there were those in 
the colonies who would not have eon-

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sidered it an improper usurpation of 
authority if George Washington had a t ­ 
tempted to place upon 
his

a 
crown. The revolution was not direct­ 
ed so much against a monarchial form 
of government as against certain spe­ 
cific wrongs and oppressions imposed 
by an unjust, if not an insane, king. 
Political thought has undergone a vast 
change since the framing of the Con­ 
stitution. 
Many were of the opinion 
then 
that 
the 
president should be 
elected by the congress. The Constitu­ 
tion sanctioned human slavery, and 
those who afterwards defended it based 
their contentions upon that instrument; 
but slavery has gone down before the 
advance of more liberal thought.

A wholesale reverence for the Con­ 
stitution adds to the dignity and in­ 
sures the perpetuity of the government; 
a blind reverence detracts from 
the 
former, and endangers the latter. The 
Constitution was made for the people, 


not the people for the 
Constitution. 
It is urged by those who favor the 
present system that each branch of 
the government is designed to act as 
h check upon the other. 
This is self- 
evident; but another contention is not 
so evident, viz; That the two branches 
could not, and would not exercise this 
salutary effect one upon the other, if 
our senators were elected by popular 
vote. 
There would still be a sufficient 
difference in the constitution of the two 
houses, the representatives being elect­ 
ed from the districts and the senators 
from tlie states at large; the former 
representing 
their 
congressional dis­ 
tricts, the latter the states; the former 
elected for a period of two years, the 
latter for six years; membership in 
the house being apportioned according 
to the population, and in the senate 
irrespective thereof. 
It is true that the senate has num ­ 
bered unions its members some of our 
most illustrious men, and that many 
of our greatest statenien have served 
us long and faithfully in that body, and 
that the t ’nited States senate lias been 
one of the most intellectual and pat­ 
riotic legislative bodies known to his­ 
tory; but there ¡s nothing to indicate 
that this would not have been the casi-, 
oven in a larger degree, if the senate 
had been the creature of the people 
instead of the state legislatures. 
It is 


true also, reluctant as wo are to ac­ 
knowledge it, that, particularly within 
recent years, some names have been 
inscribed upon its roll which do not 
tend to adorn it, the names of some 
who would never have taken their seats 
with the consent of the people of their 
states. 
liven the most zealous advocates of 
the present system must admit that it 
has many defects which are inherent 
in the system, and cannot, he eradi­ 
cated so long- 
it is eytant, nnien™ 
which are the following; 
First: That the senate is representa­ 
tive of the state legislatures 
rather 
than of the states. 
This must always 
be true under the present system. 
No 
matter how aide the senators may he, 
they can never be representatives of the 
people. 
The senatorial election is the 
only one which will not permit of an 
intelligent forecast based upon public 
opinion. The evident reason for this i:; 
that the state legislators are influenced 
more by their personal relations with 
the various candidates than 
by 
the 
wishes 
of 
their 
constituency. 
Tills 
gives 
the state 
legislatures a 
rep­ 
resentation in congress concurrent wiili 
that of the people, and is a perversion 
of the objects of Republican govern­ 
ment. 
Second; 
The undue influence of local 
sentiment. A candidate who resides in 


the state eapitol, thus being able to 
exert a more direct and constant influ­ 
ence upon the legislature, is always 
favored, 
other 
things 
being 
equal, 
above another and perhaps a more able 
candidate, who Is a non-resident of the 
capital. Thus the conditions are favor­ 
able for enabling a favorite of some 
particular citv, who Is little known or 
who may be unpopular throughout the 
state, to take precedence of a more 
representative man. 
Third: 
The invitation to corruption. 
We may congratulate ourselves upon 
the fact that cases of direct bribery 
have been few. but we cannot obscure 
the disagreeable fact th a t bribery is 
carried on, and that the number of in­ 
stances is increasing. 
Suppose that it 
did not exist; the present system paves 
the way for It, Is a constant incentive 
to it. and is productive of 
scandals 
which, true or false, are always injur­ 
ious. 
Its very possibility is a constant 
menace, an ever-present danger. 
Fourth: 
The waste 
of time. 
Tho 
state legislatures are influenced by pet­ 
ty jealousies altogether unworthy of 
this high prerogative. 
The contending 
factions cling fo their respective can­ 
didates with a tenacity which would

than patriotism.

While wo were there Admiral Porter 
entered, and we were introduced to the 
man who for 18 months had been both­ 


ering us with bombs. On our way home 
we passed a wa<?o.lful >f Confederate 
soldiers, who, wli’ n we bowed, as we al­ 
ways do when we meet them, filled the 
air with their cheers. Our w'hole arm y 
is devoted, every man of it, to the 
ladies who sh'ired with them the trials 
and dangers of the siege. 


Lasting Literary Qualities. 
In the April Century, in a paper on 
‘‘‘Fashions in Literature,” from the pen 
of the late Charles Dudley Warner, tho 
qualities that make literature last are 
thus described: 
W h at are the qualities common to all 
the masterpieces of literature, or let us 
say, to thpse that have endured in spite 
of imperfections and local provincial­ 
isms? 
First of all I should name simplicity, 


which includes lucidity of expression, 
the clear thought in fitting, luminous 
words. 
And this is true when 
the 
thought is profound and the subject is 
as complex as life itself. This quality 
is strikingly exhibited for use in Jovv- 
ctt’s translation of Plato—which is as 
modern in feeling and phrase us a n y ­ 
thing done in Boston—in the naif and 
direct Herodotus, and. above all, in the 
King James vernacular translation of 
the Bible, which is the great text book 
of all modern literature. 
The second quality Is knowledge of 
human nature. 
We can put up with 
the Improbable in invention, because 
the improbable Is always happening in. 
life, but we cannot tolerate the so-called 
psychological juggling with the human 
mind, the perversion of the laws of tho 
inind, the forcing of character to fit 
the eccentricities of plot. 
Whatever 
excursions the writer makes in fancy, 
we require 
fundamental 
consistency 
with human nature. 
And this is the 
reason why psychological studies of the 
abnormal or biographies of criminal 
lunatics are only interesting to patholo­ 
gists and never become classics in lit­ 
erature. 
A third quality common to all m as­ 
terpieces is what we 
cnll 
charm, a 
m atter defined as the agreeuble per­ 
sonality which gives the final value to 
every work of art as well as of litera­ 
ture. 
It is not enough to copy nature 
or to copy, even accurately, the inci­ 
dents of life. 
Only by digestion and 
transmutation through personality does 
any work attain the dignity of art. The 
great works 
of 
architecture, 
even, 
which are somewhat determined by 


mathematical rule, owo their oharm to 
the personal genius of their creators. 
For this reason our imitations of Greek 
architecture are commonly failures. To 
speak technically, tho masterpiece of 
literature is characterized by the sama 
knowledge of proportion and perspect­ 
ive as the masterpiece in art.

THE STATUE 


OF LOGAN 


Masterpiece of the Sculptor Simms 


. Was Unveiled in Washington. 


MANY DISTINGUISHED GUESTS 


President McKinley Delivered an Elo- 


quent Tribute to the Exalted Pa- 


triotism of General Logan. 


Washington, 
April 9.—The 
heroic 


bronze equestrian statue ot Major Gen- 
eral John A. Logan, which rests on an 
imposing bronze pedestal in Iowa Circle 
was unveiled today in the presence oE 
the president, the cabinet, the widow 
and relatives of the' gallant^ soldier, 
many of his comrades in arms and a 
vast multitude of people. The sculptor', 
Franklin Simms, who was knighted by 
King Humbert, of Italy, as a tribute 
to the artistic character oC the work, 
was : also present. .Master 
George 


Tucker, a grandson of the honored war- 
rior, pulled the unyelllng cord at 2;45 
o'clock. The folds of the large Ameri- 
can flag fell away and the 
dashing 
figure of "Black Jack" Liogan, seated 
on his charger, stood revealed, amid a 
roar of cheering that echoed far, down 
the Intersecting streets and avcnueS. 


A Military Parade. 
The'president and. members of the 
cabinet had been escorted to the statue 
by a military parade under command 
of Colonel Francis L. Guenther; of the 
Fourth United States artillery. The 
procession Included detachments from 
the artillery and Infantry arms of the 
regular army, a battalion of marines 
and a company of seamen from the 
navy yard, a provisional regiment of 
the District of Columbia militia, mem- 
bers of the societies of ,the armies of 
the Tennessee and the Cumberland and 
members of the local veteran associa- 
tion..

Logan. Logan's career was unique. HI* 
distinction does not.rest uppn-hls/militiirv 
achievements alone. His services in tho 
le-elslaturo of his own state,. In tho na- 
tional house of representatives and In the 
senate of the United States would have 
given him an equally conspicuous place 
111 the-annals of the 'country; Ha was' 
great'ln. the forum and In the field.

This was the key of his success. Party 
policies to him was nothing when the 
union-was in danger.

He was never a 
trimmer nor a laggard. He despised du- 
plicity, ,was the -soul of frankness and 
always at the front in every struggle', 
civil or military, during the years of his 
eventful life. He -was a leader from hoy- 
hood, the recognized captain among his 
youthful associates. His/Integrity was 
pronounced and served him well, as in-

good character, unfailing; sincerity, high 
courage and unremitting > Industry.

came out of tho war with the highest 
military honors of the volunteer soldier.

Senator Depew's Oration. 


The oration was delivered by Senator 


Depeiv. of Ne^v York, who scoke In'part 
as follows: 


The "typical American" has long been 
the subject of • discussion and portraiture. 
In caricature, in picture and upon the 
stage our national.characteristics are rep- 
resented *by the "Brother Jonathan," who 
Is sharp, keen, aggressive and fearless, 
but who exhibits no trait of that culture, 
sensitive hdnor and lofty morality .which 
mark a noble and successful people. We 
do not, therefore, nnd'.the-"typical Amer- 
ican" in the sketch ot the artist or upon 
the dramatic. stage. Th« professional or 
business-man/who has been successful In 
hlaiUUL'sult; the-one who. with the great 
opportunities -offerad in the United States 
and by the exercise ot rare gifts, has ac- 
cumulated a'phenomenal fortune: .or the 
distinguished soldier or sailor who has 
come from the severe training of West 
Point or 'Annapolis, Is ,not peculiar to our 
country. 
He exists under all govern- 
ments, and accomplishes the-same career 
under all Institutions. 
American liberty and law. which grant 
to all equal opportunities, which neither 
foster nor favor, nor permit . class or 
privilege, cultivate a kaleidoscopic actlvr 
ily which is possible alone with us. It 
develops an .American who passes easily 
and naturally: to and from private pur- 
suits and public life; la ready and forceful 
upon the -platform or in halls of legis- 
lation; is facile with his pen, and keen 
upon all questions of.current-Interest, and 
with that leisure which comes only to the 
very busy, finds rest and recreation In 
travel, fraternal organizations and so- 
ciety. He early In life becomes a mem- 
ber of the military company of his town 
or the national guard of his state, and 
locks his office or leaves the shop to 
inarch with his command to the field of 
duty and of danger. If he survives tho 
perils of battle and' dangers of •• disease, 
he practically beats his sword into a 
Klowcihare and his spear into a 'pruning 
ook by exchanging the uniform of tha 
soldier fpr'the dress-of. tho citizen, and' 
quietly resuming the peaceful paths of 
the industry-ho abandoned to light for his 
country. The Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic has upon Its rolls numberless ex- 
ample*!,, living- and dead, of heroes in war 
who were also successes in the profes- 
sions or business,' orators of rare merit 
and statesmen of unique distinction. Such 
a man—a typical American—Is the sol- 
dier, statesman and patriot for the un- 
velllnp: of whose statue, 'erected by a. 
grateful country, we are hero assembled. 


No Caste in Courage. 


It Is a popular delusion tnat the fiber of 
American character is best wrought and 
exhibited In those who have been deficient 
in early opportunities for education; 
whose struggles have been harder than 
their, fellows, and who, have passed their 
youth either in or upon the borders of the 
western wilderness. It was found In the 
civil war that there was no difference In 
courage, dash' or endurance between the 
men of the cast, tho west, tho north or 
the south.;.between those who came from 
the Bolus, forests, the mines; or the fac- 
tories,' and those who stepped out Yrom 
the pulpit, the lawyer's office, the count- 
Ing house, the professor's chair or the 
pedagogue's seat. In that most Illustra- 
tlvo body of American manhood, the 
Rough Rider regiment of tho Spanish 
war, the dandy from the club, the student 
from the university and the cowboy from 
the plains, In the stress of battle, In the 
deadly charge and under the hall of bul- 
lets, found that their only differences 
wore in dress, and that under (ire and 
following the flag: they were equal and 
equally good. Americana. 
Logan is the finest example of the vol- 
unteer soldier. Around the nucleus of a 
little army'of 25,000 regulars gathered a 
million -of volunteers who formed 'in an 
incredibly brief space of time the moat 
magnificent and resistless body of soldiery 
of modern or ancient times. They demon- 
strated in the quickness with which the 
army was mobilized and disciplined, In 
the steadiness and endurance which It ex- 
hibited aa-If,trained veterans, and In Its 
peaceful disbandment and return Co the 
pursuits of peace after the close of the 
war, that the strength and reliance of our 
country rest vpon its citizen soldiery. 
This experiment also demonstrated that 
while the citizen soldiers are engaged In 
gafntuhpursults end-Increasing the wealth 
of tho'country, an adequate army com- 
posed-of "^.those who select a soldier's 
career can protect tho public property, 
Euporess. Insurrection, meet Immediate 
ana"'exigent requirements, at home or 
abroad, and. that we need have no appre- 
hension of militarism or ot Cacsarlsm 
The reftular army la but the pickets and 
the skirmishers of tho vast host who, 
from the: mountains and valleys, from 
plains and cities, from hamlets and towns 
are r«»dy to respond to tho call to arms 
for the protection of their liberties from 
within or the defense of their country 
from .abroad.

He had refused to 
sign the poll book and when asked by 
the canvassing board why he had re- 
fused .to sign, he said: "I refused be- 
cause there had been 81 straight Repub- 
lican votes thrown out.

fused all propositions to be seen, ex- 
cep.t to. talk with Zach White, a negro 
sent by his son, Brutus Clay, late com- 
missioner to the Paris exposition, and 
Jim Bowling, who went to deliver a 
note sent by. newspaper-men. The old 
man to(d White to tell Brutus that he 
Was at war with the world and that 
no man dared cross the "dead line" 
placed 50 feet In* front of his door 
across the walk. To Bowling he'said 
that he had no statement for the press 
today but would make one later. He 
tried to write his answer on the back 
of the note but his writing Is Illegible. 
Bowling says the general was not 


wounded In the battle yesterday with 
Sheriff C°lyer and Deputy Terrlll, but 
Is barricaded and armed with pistols 
in.d'kniveB and with a shotgun. At the 
'ront-door he has placed a long pole, 
:o one end of which he has tied a white 
handkerchief and to the other end a 
red handkerchief. The end bearing- the 
red handkerchief Is raised, denoting, 
Bowling says, that the war la on, and 
that he will kill the first-man who dares 
approach without his leave. General 
Clay's dead line Is denoted by a walk- 
nr cane lying across the walk. It In- 
dicates that he Is not crippled, but able 
to meet his enemies In open battle! He 
cooked his dinner In a boiler In front 
of the fireplace. He boiled a ham and 
lad canned goods 
with 
the meat.

STREET CAR DROPPED

Syracuse, N. T., April 6.—While a car 


on the old east side suburban line of 
the Syracuse Rapid Transit Company 
was crossing the James street bridge 
over the Oswego canal in the heart 
of the city this afternoon the bridge 
suddenly gave way, dropping Che car 
and its sixty passengers to the canal 
bed, thirty feet below.

TROUBLE IN VENEZUELA 


New York, April 6.—The Tribune to- 
day contains a long article purporting 
to sive a clear account of the circum- 
stances responsible for the strained re- 
atlons between the United States and 
Venezuela. It comes from a writer In 
New York not connected with the paper 
and In order that It might be fairly criti- 
cized or corrected, four printed proofs 
of It were submitted to the Venezuelan 
legation In Washington and 
to . the 


Venezuelan consulate In this city. The 
article begins by saying that the recall 
of United States Minister Loomls from 
Venezuela has released much informa- 
tion concerning the methods of the 
Venezuelan 
government headed 
by 


President Castro. New York business 
men who own large commercial Inter- 
ests In Venezuela and who are kept In- 
formed by their representatives in Car- 
acas of the state of affairs, have, with- 
in the last few days given to the writer 
facts long withheld. 
From these merchants It li learned 
that Castro Is revising the constitu- 
tion to suit revolutionary policy. He 
called a congress together February 20, 
whose members are all of his choosing. 


Their first act was to pass, according 


to his orders, an amendment to the 
constitution extending the term of of- 
fice of the president from four years 
to six. This was done without any pre- 
tension of consulting the choice of the 
people. During the first week In March 
he appointed as members of his cabinet 
seven men who have learned to subju,- 
gate their will to his, 
Castro has been dictator ever since 
he drove President Andrade by force 
of arms 
from Venezuela's executive 
mansion, eighteen months ago. He has 
yet to serve the remaining year of Ari- 
drade's term, which does not expire un- 
til February 20, 1902. Then, according 
to his, revision of the constitution, he 
win enjoy six years more In office, mak- 
ing eight and one-half years altogether. 


Meanwhile the real president of Vene- 


zuela Is Andrade, who Is today in the 
Island of Curacoa which he has chosen 
as the starting point of the proposed 
expedition. 
In Venezuela there Is no such thing 
as capital punishment. Crimes penal- 
ties stop at punishment for 10 years. 
But General Acosta, friend of Andrade 
and enemy of Castro, who had dared 
to take up arms against Castro and 
was the head of the revolutionary party 
In the field, Was put to death. 


A correspondent for a weekly news- 


paper who recently returned from Ven- 
ezuela tells how Acosta was captured 
and, In spite of tho la<v against the 
fornl of punishment, was shot by Cas- 
tro's order on February 19. In Vene 
zuela now, It Is asxerted, government 
dignitaries, the justices of the courts, 
local oftlcials in the various cltlas and 
states, retain their places as long only 
as they obey without question the or 
ders of Castro. 


In the first month of his presidency, 
Castro called to his presence a number 
of wealthy representative merchants 
and bankers and Informed them that 
they must contribute to the support of 
the government. According to his own 
estimate of the amount of their for- 
tunes, Jic fixed 'he sum which each 
should pay Into the treasury at or\ce.

The bolero style of bodice is very ef- 


fective in, black, as variation may be 
obtained by touches of. different ma- 
terial; or If, the bolero Is a separate gar- 
ment, various blouses, shirts, or vests 
can.be worn, so 'as to'make a change 
in the toilette. For an all-black gown 
It Is, however, preferable to make the 
.bodice in one, as shown by our illus- 
tration. 
The cut is the same in either easej-but 
if the bolero is separate, .it should be 
warmly Interlined ,with .domette to 
serve as an outdoor garment on mild 
days, and a \varm shirt or blouse can 
be worn beneath It. If separate, the (It 
must be a trifle easy, especially at the 
armhole, and the points on the upper 
sleeve must not be too pronounced, or 
they are apt to turn up. 
This bolero fastens slightly to the left 
side, and shows the vest above It in the 
form of a small round yoke. The pret- 
tiest contract Is made by tucked or 
-corded satin Orlentale and vigogne. • 


Narrow bias bands of straps or satin 
.stitched on each side might be used for 
.this model, or, narrow Russian braid, 
as shown, or even grouped lines of slllc 
stitching.

TWO-FOLD ORIGIN OF EASTER 


-, (Special Gazette Correspondence.) 
Boston, April 3.—The observance of 


the feast of Easter Is very wide- 
spread. Although commemorating the 
resurrectipn pf Jesus Christ its name is 
derived from the festival of the god- 
dess Ostara, In Anglo-Saxon Eastre, 
which the ancient Saxons celebrated at 
about the same season as the Christian 
festival occurs. 
Easter in tho "good old days" of the 
early church was a great time and un- 
dPubtedly In Its celebration not a few 
pagan observances were mingled with 
those of tho Christian ritual. 
According to ancient chroniclers we 
learn that the celebration at one time 
lasted eight days. It gradually dwin- 
dled from that to Its present duration, 
as now observed in Europe, ot two days, 
Including Easter Sunday and Monday. 
Easter has always been the favorite 
season for performing the rite of bap- 
tism, in cpnjunctlon with which much 
feasting was Indulged In. Lent being 
over the people gave themselves up un- 
restrainedly to enjoyment. The old 
term, domlnlca gaudlt, meaning "Sun- 
day of Joy," fitly expressing the spirit 
In which the occurrence was regarded. 
Bond men were; In this period, given 
their freedom. The .week was given up 
to popular sports, dances and. all kinds 
of mirth-creating shows. Even the 
clergy joined In the secular demonstra- 
tions, reciting legends and anecdotes 
frpm their pulpits while the poor were 
feasted In (he churches. These Easter 
revels finally degenerated Into orgies 
and with the coming of the reformation 
In the sixteenth century were abolish- 
ed. 
• It was customary on Easter day for 
the people to salute one another with 
the exclamation,, "surrexit," He Is 
risen," the reply being "vere surrexit," 
"Verily He Is risen." 


At the time pf the introduction of the 
Gregorian calendar, the ecclesiastical 
authorities In deference tp ancient cus- 
tom determined to adhere to the meth- 
od of calculating the date of Easter by 
the moon. It Is not, however, the ac- 
tual moon In the heavens, nor even 
the mean'moon of astronomers that 
regulates the date of Easter; but sim- 
ply an Imaginary moon, whose periods 
are so centrlved that the new calen- 
dar mcon always follows the new moon 
of from two to three days, The result 
of this Is that the 14th of the calendar 
moon, considered the full moon, since 
the time of Moses, for ecclesiastical 
purposes, fails generally pn the 16th pr 
16th pf the real moon, which usually Is 
two days earlier. Easter day is always 
the first:Sunday after the paschal full 
moon, that being the full moon which 
happens upon or next after tho 21st 
pf March, which Is the beginning pf the 
ecclesiastical year. If the full moon 
happens upon a Sunday, Easter day is 
the following Sunday. 
' Thld arrangement was made In order 
to avoid Easter day happening on the 
date pf the Jewish Passover, but it 
has occurred pn that date and again 
will in 1903. 


'In the sequence of the theologlc Idea 


It naturally takes a place, strongly sec- 
ond tp that of Christmas in impprtanco 
and-, more suitable than it for demon- 
stratlveness, among all Christian na- 
tions being so honored in the calendar. 
The religious life of our nation hap- 
pily Is not blended with Its political 
life, and despite the little differences of 
sect and creed, Easter is universally 
.regarded amongst us as a strong enun- 
ciatlve feature pf the church militant. 
Its observance in the Catholic, Angli- 
can and I/utheran churches differs pnly 
In point pf form. , 
^The idea of Christ arisen is the in* 
splratlon pf all the ceremonial.' 
It is peculiarly fitting at the itlme 


pf year when It occurs, being emblem- 
atic of the newly arisen buds and blos- 
fioms.as it is of the divine Idealization. 
The altars of th,e past have never 
risen to a point equal to the, Christian 
embodiment of the idea. 
The application of energy and the 
consummation of results continues with 
little variation as the centuries proceed. 
The crucifixion of man as an element 
in the cosmic economy recurs with each 
generation. 
: The dictum "The poor ye have always 
with ypu" continues, as It wero, an Im- 
mutable part pf the doctrine of the 
universe. ; 
Stoics and sybarites have viewed that 
indisputable fact for ages and others 
have attempted to give It the lie, but 
'the fact still remains. 
It rls the millstone around the neck 
pf humanity. 
But, after "Bloi, eloi, lama sabactha- 
nl"—after the tomb bus apparently 
closed and shut out the beautiful life 
of self-sacrifice forever, there comes 
an awakening. 
Itjs not an awakening tp the same 


realities and forms which have stood 
before.

geyser. A man named James 'King, 
who has been living in the park dur- 
ing the past winter, has just informed 
tho Helena Record that in tho early 
morning of February 18 he was awak- 
ened by.a terrific explosion similar to 
that of the explosion of a large quan- 
tity of powder. He soon discovered that 
the Fountain geyser basin had given 
birth to a new geyser. 
The new wonder is located about 200 
feet immediately south of the famous 
Fountain geyser. At the time of Mr. 


King's discovery, and for a long time 
thereafter, it was sending a solid col- 
umn of hot water fully 500 feet Into 
the air, the water gushing forth from a 
subterranean hole about five feet in di- 
ameter, with a loud roar.

NE of the most important as well as most perplex-

find out what the Russian Manchurians want that we can 
furnish them, and then to supply it to them under the most 
favorable circumstances. If Manchuria remains Chinese 
we shall pursue the same line of policy. We believe that 


"our interests will be best served by the continuance of 
/.Chinese control, but if we are unable to gain our point by 


peaceful means we will not, in any case, be justified in the 
, use of force, whatever any other nation may do.

That this is the policy adopted by the present execu- 


tive department of the United States appears to be clear 


^Irom. recent e,vents. The withdrawal of the American 
v ^army from China as soon as its mission of rescue is com- 
* jlpted is a proper evidence that this country does not rely

Dr. Draper also traced the growth of the century 


through economic, educational and religious lines. He 
found each potent in its way, and in each he found the 
growth healthy and the prospect for the future bright. 


It Is pleasure to hear such views expressed by a man 


in Dr. Draper's position, for it too often happens that the 
optimist is passed by with inattention while the groans 
of the pessimist get first page positions with display heads. 


It is noteworthy, however, that Dr. Draper confined his 


roseate predictions strictly to the kind of democracy that 
begins with a small letter.

REACTIONISTS AND RADICALS. 


HE idea that the Platt amendments really lend 


towards Cuban independence seems to be milk- 
ing considerable headway in the island and as 
a result of'this sentiment, while the amendments 


arc more and more finding support with the moderates 
of all classes, those who are opposed to a separate polit- 
cal existence for Cuba are joining with the radicals in 
opposing them. 


The idea of the annexationists, including those who 


are the capitalistic class of the island, is that the surest 
and shortest way of bringing about the union of Cuba 
with the United States is to reject the Platt resolutions, 
start a revolt and make it necessary to call the United 
States army to suppress the disturbance. 


It remains to be seen whether this latest test of the 


Duban capacity for self-government will result favorably

THE SITUATION IN PUERTO RICO.

INCE Aguinaldo took the oath of allegiance, much to 


the disgust of some of his friends in this country, 
we have noticed a disposition on the part of some 
of the antis to turn towards Puerto Rico as an ax- 


ample of the destructive effects of American imperialism. 


It is therefore particularly timely just now that there 


hould be some statement upon authority of the exact con- 
ditions prevailing In that island and the effect upon its in- 
labitants of the substitution of the rule of .the United 
States for that of Spain. Such a statement has recently 
jeen made by Governor Allwi, of Puerto Rico, who is now 
n this country for a short vacation. The statement does 
not appear to be exaggerated or over-enthusiastic, but it 
eaves no doubt of the great and material progress that is 
being made by the island and its people. Coming from 
such a man as Governor Allen and supported by the 
weight of official authority the statement is a valuable one, 
and it certainly should" receive credence in preference to 
:hose that are being circulated from irresponsible sources, 
and which appear to be weak echoes of the silly reports of 
American oppression in the Philippines. 


THE GERMANS AND THE EMPEROR. 


I 


N view of tho recent utterances of the German emperor 


and his positively insane telegram of congratulation 
to the sultan of Turkey, it is not surprising that:there 
should be a renewal of the sensational'stories regard- 


ng his health, bodily and mental. 


It may not be true, as some good republicans would 


have us believe, that a faith in the divine'right, of kings 
of Itself is a sufficient proof of an unbalanced mind but 
luite apart from his faith in himself as a special'1 agent 
if heaven, William of Germany has given sufficient rea- 
on, both in Ills speech and in his actions, why his sub- 
ects should, gravely discuss the question as to his compe- 
ence to perform the duties of his office consistently with 
he welfare of the nation. . 


That Emperor William is insane ta some extent hardly 


dmlts of a doubt, but there is a question as to whether 
his particular form and degree of Insanity will be danger- 
us to his own people and to the world at large. When we 
onsider the standing of Germany among the nations, and 
he enormous military power that is in the control of this 
uler who admits no restraint upon his actions, and who 
ombiaes a reckless intemperance of speech with a claim 
f divine authority for everything that he does and says, 
t must be confessed that the problem is a most serious 
ne, and it is the opinion of many, both in Germany and 
Isewhere, that this irresponsible autocrat does constitute 
serious danger to the peace and safety of the civilized 
ations of the world. 


It is fortunate, however, that even in Germany there is 
limit beyond which the power of despotism cannot go. 


We cannot doubt that spirit of liberalism is still alive 
here, no matter how much its manifestations may bo 
hecked. The reactionary policy of the emperor has been 
olerated by his people because it has been successful, but 
; would not stand the strain of disaster. It is not political 
heories that drive nations to revolution; but it is indi- 
idual loss and suffering. 


But the patience of his people Is not the only limit upon 


he power of the emperor. Whatever may be the theory of 
William, it will be found in practice that there is in the 
machinery of the government a power that is capable of 
cstraining and controlling him whenever such a step is 
vidently required for the interests of the nation. Tho 
sower that puts crazy autocrats where they may be pre- 
entetl from injuring themselves and others is a strictly 
onstitutional one, and if it becomes necessary to resort 
o it in this case the person against whom it is directed 
will learn of its existence in a way that will admit of no 
doubt. 


Germany will average a good many sensible people 


o the square mile, and it is not reasonable to suppose 
bat they will allow the emperor to drive the nation to 
uin, even though he claims a. heaven-sent right to do so 
f he pleases.

A GERMAN VIEW OF AMERICAN COMPETITION. 


T 


HREE nations at the present time stand far ahead of all others as 


competitors of the trade of the world In the products of general man- 
ufactures. They are the United Statefe, Germany and Great Britain. 
Other countries may excel In some particular product in which their 


peculiar soil or climate gives them a particular, advantage as France in wines 
and silks, Italy In olive oil, Turkey In raisin* South America in hides and 
meats, China in tea and various tropical cbnntrles In their peculiar products, 
but the three nations mentioned are rival* with each other for the metal, the 
woolen, the cotton and the wooden trade of the world! They alone'are compet- 
itive, manufacturers of the great staples that giye Industrial supremacy based 
upon the possession of vast stores of iron and coal, and the ability to put them 
together successfully. 
.

For many years Great Britain has been undisputed mistress in this terri- 


tory, but of late her two rivals have encroached .upon her from different 
directions. The Germans have started with the. 'principle of ' cheapness, and 
by supplying goods whose only merit at first was that they could,be bought 
at a lower price than any others in the world, they, have gradually won a 
knowledge and experience of industrial methods that now enable them to 
label their products with pride as "made in Germany." The United States 
has made Its campaign from the starting point of superior quality. 
Price 


was at first little regarded and the tariff wall etiab'led us to pay our workmen 
on a scale that developed superior ability la every. line. The superior inge- 
nuity of the American workman as shownXinjhis mechanical invention and 
his higher grade of handicraft reached the '.point where he was able to com- 
pete on equal terms with the cheaply paid! labor' of other lands, and at the 
present time, American, German and Briton nJeet in the open markets of the 
world in a struggle whose outcome is not yet determined. 


It Is Interesting In this connection to 'notice what opinion the Germans 


hold of their American competitors/for it is between America and Germany, 
rather than between either of them and Great Britain, that the real strug- 
gle lies. 


There Is no doubt that the German manufacturer appreciates the serious- 


ness of American competition. The Review of the World's Commerce recently 
published by our department of state quotes from the Hamburger Fremden- 
blatt, (Foreign Journal), an article translated by Consul General Mason of 
the United States diplomatic service. In this article this leading trade jour- 
nal of Germany points out that the United States, which 10 years ago exported 
more than 80 per cent, of agricultural products and less than one-fifth of 
manufactured goods, today draws nearly a third .of.its entire export from the 
product of its factories. "In other words,, the union; is marching with gigantic 
strides towards a conversion from an agricultural to an Industrial nation,," 


Does not the rapid increase of the United ' States In the. value of indus- 


trial exports, the Fremdenblatt asks, constitute an Imminent danger for all 
competing nations? Continuing the Fremdenblatt says: ' 


"If we now turn to an investigation of all the elements which 


have produced this tremendous, this Almost '. Incredible revolution in 
•the worlds situation, It is impossible/ within our present limits to 
consider all the factors which are of Importance to German Interests 
as well as essential to a comprehensive, conclusion. Competent ex- 
perts, well Informed as to the industrial and .export conditions which 
•prevail In the United States, have established the following facts: 


"The steel manufactories' of the, United' States; which two decades 


ago were in their Infancy, today control the markets of the world 
dictate either directly or indirectly the'prices d£ iron and steel in all 
countries, and partly through the richness of their supply of Iron ores 
and coal, partly by the use of labor saving machinery and skillful 
effective means of transportation, have Attained a position to not only 
compete with the older iron and steelOprodu'ctng countries, but even 
to profitably export their products to I-Bngland. 


"American tools, especially hatchets, axes, files, saws, boring im- 


plements, etc., enjoy by reason of their 'excellent quality the best rep- 
utation, and in spite of their higher price stand 'above competition In 
nearly the whole world. Also In sewing machines, bicycles and agri- 
cultural implements of every kind the United States has begun^to 
drive England and Germany from the world's 'markets, especially that 
of Russia, which may be,.partly attribut«d;tb the fact that American 
firms are protected In their own market firbmiforeign competition and 
can thus sell their manufactures cheaper abroad than at home. • 


"A remarkable change has also taken place In the field of boot and 


shoe production. Hardly, more than ten; years ago the United State's 
imported shoes from Europe, especially. women's foot wear from Aus- 
tria, while other grades were made of leather Imported from England 
and Germany. Today, It not only makes :its entire,' supply of 'leather 
at home and exports it In considerable quantities, but it floods Europe 
with ready-made shoes, competes with' the:;.products of cheap labor in 
England, establishes shoe' depots in -Pajte-jfa'd-; even in the principal

et'ninent In the world for national purposes, and .the best .governments that 
have ever been formed for purely domestic concerns:'Foreign critics,'hostile

The fact Is undeniable', however, that there Is.one'great problemi'ln govern- 
:nt that we have not yet solved, namely, that of tlfli honest and efficient 


administration of the large' municipal centers of population., In the entire 
union, there is not one model administration of a community running above 
the half million mark in point of population. If there.be one, I cannot recall 
It. Is it San Francisco? St. Louis? Cincinnati? New Orleans? Philadelphia? 
Chicago?' Most assuredly it is not Greater:New-York; and equally certain is 
if that Brooklyn could not claim the distinction before the act of consolidation 
from which so much was hoped in the way of Improvement. • Every citizen of 
all these splendid communities who Is not a blind or Interested partisan will 
admit that in every one of them conditions are riot'what • they, shoujd be, and 
that in the last half century'of their existence they have possessed;but levy 
administrations of which'they were not heartily ashamed., '•«

The pessimist among, ourselves (and the advocates of monarchy abroad are 


never weary pf dinning into our ears that because-of these scandals of city 
administration our institutions are doomed,' that, as -some .republic hater once 
said, we are as an apple, rotten before It.is ripe. No lover :bf his i country will 
countenance for an Instant any such supposition. On the contrary, he will 
unfalteringly maintain that popular government—democracy, republicanism- 
has never been so' strong as it is at'theipresent tlme;-and;that' it. has' within 
Ita titanic^strength of purification and/self-preservation.' The trouble-Is that 
local politics doe's not appeal to tens of thousands of people.in'the large cities 
with the same force a's do state and national affairs. In the latter contests these 
classes are thoroughly aroused; and, see'to It that: they are thoroughly repre- 
sented In the higher departments,and offices of government. Thus; it is that 
the .federal and state governments are on one hand nearly all that could be 
desired, while the large city'governments'are in'many, cases allowed to degen- 
erate into sinks of corruption.

So far as city government Is concerned, it'may'be said* to be at its worst now 
and the mending process has begun, at least In New York. A great reform-wave 
is beginning to sweep over the first of 'American cities, ;arid will inevitably 
extend-to all Its slslter cities. I have the faith that we shall solve the problem 
of honest municipal administration here,- and. in that way s'et a beneficent 
example, to the whole,country, and strengthen republican' Institutions'every- 
where. As one of the greatest' of American:statesmen 'said: "We'must never 
despair of the commonwealth, but trust' tb'.the honesty and good sense'of the 
people.

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sldered • It an Improper usurpation of 
authority if George Washington had at- 
tempted to place upon -Ms head a 
crown. The revolution was not direct- 
ed so much against a monarchlal form 
of government as against certain spe- 
cific wrongs and oppressions Imposed 
by an. unjust, if not an Insane, king. 
Political thought has undergone a vast 
change since the framing of the Con- 
stitution. 
Many were of the opinion 


then that the .president should bo 
elected by the congress. The Constitu- 
tion sanctioned human slavery, and 
those who afterwards defended it based 
their contentions upon that Instrument; 
but slavery has gone down before the 
advance of more liberal thousht. Is It

It Is urged by those who favor the 
present system that each branch of 
the government Is designed ',to act as 
a check unon the other. This is self- 
evident; but another contention is not 
so. evident,'viz: That the two branches 
could not, and would not exercise, this 
Salutary effect one upon the other, If 
pur senators were elected by popular 
vote. There would still be .a sufficient 
difference in the constitution of the two 
houses, the representatives being elect- 
ed from the districts and the senators 
from the states at large; the.former 
representing their congressional dis- 
tricts, the latter the states; the former 
elected for a period of two -years,' the 
latter for- six years; membership In 
the house being apportioned according 
.to the population, and In the ; senate 
Irrespective thereof. .

It is true that the senate has num- 
bered among Its members some of our 
most Illustrious men, and that many 
of our' greatest stalemeh have served, 
us long and faithfully In that b'ody, nnd 
that the United States senate has been 
one of the most intellectual and pat- 
-r'lotlc legislative bodies known to his- 
tory; but there Is nothing: to Indicate 
that this would not have'been the case, 
even In a larger decree, If the" senate 
had ;been -the creature of the people 
instead of the state legislatures.

true also, reluctant, as wo are to ac- 
knowledge It, that, particularly within 
recent years, some names have been 
Inscribed upon Its roll which do not 
tend to adorn it, the names of some 
who would never have taken their seats 
with the consent of the people of their 
states. 


Even the most zealous advocates of 


the present system must admit that It 
has many defects which are Inherent 
in the system, and ca.nnot be eradi- 
cated so Ions as It is extant, among 
which are the following: 


First; That the senate Is representa- 
tive of the state legislatures 
rather 


than of the states. This must always 
be true under the present system. No 
matter how able the senators may be, 
they can never be representatives of the 
people. The senatorial election Is the 
only one which will not permit of an 
intelligent forecast based upon public 
opinion. The evident reason for this Is 
that the state legislators are Influenced 
more by their personal relations with 
the various candidates than by the 
wishes of their constituency. This 
glvoa the state legislatures a rep- 
resentation In congress concurrent with 
that of the people, and is a perversion 
of the objects of Republican govern- 
ment. 


Second: The undue influence of local 


sentiment. A candidate who resides In

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the* state capitol, thus being able to 
exert a more direct and constant influ- 
ence upon the legislature, is always 
favored, 
other things being equal, 


above another and perhaps a more able 
candidate, who Is a non-resident of the 
capital. Thus the conditions are favor- 
able for enabling a favorite of some 
particular city, who Is little known or 
who may be unpopular throughout the 
state, to take precedence of a more 
representative man. 


Third: The Invitation to corruption. 
We may congratulate ourselves upon 
the fact that coses of direct bribery 
have been few, but we cannot obscure 
the disagreeable fact that bribery Is 
carried on, and that the number of in- ' 
stances is Increasing. Suppose that It 
did not exist; the present system paves 
the way for It, Is a constant incentive 
to it, and Is productive of scandals 
which, true or false, are always Injur- 
ious. Its very possibility is a constant 
menace, an ever-present danger. 
Fourth: 
The waste of time. Tho 
state legislatures arc Influenced by pet- 
ty jealousies altogether unworthy of 
this high prerogative. The contending 
factions cling to their respective can- 
didates with a tenacity which would 
seem to emanate from something else 
than patriotism. There are Instances 
where the candidates having the Inter- 
ests of the state most at heart have

Lasting Literary Qualities. 


In the April Century, In a paper on' 
\"'Fashions In Literature," from the pen 
of the late Charles Dudley Warner, the 
qualities that make literature last are 
.thus described: 


What are the qualities common to all 
the masterpieces of literature, or let us 
say, to thpse that have endured in spite 
of imperfections and local provincial- 
isms? 


First of all I should name simplicity, 


which Includes lucidity of expression, 
the clear thought in fitting, luminous 
words. 
And'.this Is true when 
the 


thought Is profound and the subject Is 
as complex as Ilfo-itself. This quality 
Is strikingly exhibited for use In Jow- 
ctt's translation of Plato—which is as 
modern in feeling and phrase as any- 
thing done in Boston—in the naif and 
direct Herodotus, and, above all, In tho 
King JUIIH-B vernacular translation of 
the Bible, which Is the grout text book 
of all modern literature. 


The second quality Is knowledge of 


human nature. 
We can put up with 
the Improbable in Invention, because 
the Improbable Is alv/ays happening in 
life, but we cannot tolerate the so-called 
psychological juggling with the human 
mind, the perversion of tho laws' of the 
mind, the forcing of character to fit 
tho eccentricities of plot. 
Whatever 
excursions the writer makes In fancy, 
we require fundamental consistency 
with human nature. And this Is the 
reason why psychological studies of the 
abnormal or biographies of criminal 
lunatics are' only interesting to patholo- 
glsts and never become classics In lit- 
erature. 


A third quality common to all mas- 
terpieces Is what wo call charm, a 
matter defined • as the agreeable per- 
sonality which gives the final value to 
every worl^ of art as well as of litera- 
ture. It is not enough to copy nature 
or to copy, even, accurately, the Inci- 
dents of life. 
Only by digestion and 
transmutation through personality does 
any work attain the dignity of art. Tho 
great, works of 
architecture, . even, 
which are somewhat determined 
by 


mathematical rule, owe their oharro to 
the personal genius of their creators. 
For this reason our Imitations of Greek 
architecture are commonly failures. To 
speak technically, the masterpiece, of 
literature is characterized by the same 
knowledge of proportion and perspect- 
ive as the masterpiece In art.

Ex- 
ploratory work which had been carried 
on In the upper levels since the date of 
my last visit to the mine has resulted 
in'the'discovery of valuable ore bearing 
ground, the most Important being that 
of payable ore on an upper flat vein 
which lies about 10 feet above the old 
flat vein described in my previous re- 
ports.

ADVANTAGE OF TRANSFER 
AGENT. 
"How shall wo arrange for the trans- 
fer of our stocks?" This Is one 'of tha 
first questions which a mining compnny 
Is called upon to determine. "Can we 
not have the work done by the secre- 
tary, and thus save tho expense of em- 
ploying a transfer agent?" Well, that 
depends. The desire to economize Is 
laudable, but it may be a good Invest- 
ment even for a company short of ready 
funds to employ a transfer agent. 
The mining company lists its stock 
with the exchange for the purpose ot 
giving it-a market value and having 
It traded In regularly. This necessitates 
facilities for ready transfers. 
If tho 


mining company's 
office Is also the 
transfer office It must be kept open 
during business hours and 
someone 


must be In attendance to receive and 
deliver certificates and take receipts 
therefor. There must be a competent 
bookkeeper for posting the stock ledg- 
ers, a vault for the storage of the rec- 
ords and certificate books, more or less 
correspondence with the stockholders 
regarding their shares, and the old cer- 
tificates must be preserved and filed. 
Then the clerical work la likely to bo 
relegated to an employe whose time 
Is chiefly given to other and more Im- 
portant wprk pf tho office with which 
the transfer work Is likely to Interfere. 
There IB also tho question of signa- 
tures of the officers. 
Usually either 
the president or the secretary signs tho 
certificates In blank, leaving the other 
signature to be attached after the cer- 
tificate has been filled out. This other 
officer may'not be at hand; possibly ho 
IB out of tho city, thus causing a de- 
lay which IB annoying to tho Investor 
and sometimes an expense to the brok- 
er. 


More Important than these considera- 
tions, however, Is that of tho responsi- 
bility of the company's officers.for tho 
regularity of all transfers and the cor- 
rectness of the records. Krrors may 
occur in posting the ledgers, and thus 
dividends be paid to the wrong parties. 
Indorsements of certificates must be 
properly witnessed, and often guaran- 
teed, the mining company assuming all 
liability for Irregular Indorsements as 
well, as for clerical mistakes. 


In view of all this work, coupled with 
the responsibility thus thrown upon tho 
management, It Is usually found that 
the transfer of stock In an office where 
it is simply a side issue soon comes 
to be regarded as a necessary evil, an 
accommodation to the public which Is 
more or less of a burden to the mining 
company. 


Now suppose the officers select a re- 
sponsible trust company us transfer 
agent. The latter company takes all 
the stock books and the company's seal 
Into its own office, the certificates be- 
ing signed in blank by the officers of 
the raining company, as they are not 
valid until countersigned by the trans- 
fer agent. All stocks to bo transferred 
come direct to this agent., Deliveries 
are made by it promptly on the next 
half day after the stock IS received"for 
transfer. The ledgers are kept posted, 
certified lists of the stockholders with 
their • addresses 
and the number qf 
their shares ure furnished to the com- 
pany for its annual meetings and for 
tho payment of dividends. Stock books 
are always open to tho inspection of 
the officers. The transfer agent will 
also, If desired, mall notices to stock- 
holders, and even make out the divi- 
dend checks, thus relieving the secre- 
tary 'from all detail work in connec- 
tion with the company's stocks. 
In this relief from clerical work, in 
the correct and systematic method of 
keeping Us records, the promptness 
with which Its :work Is done and tho 
liability It assumes In passing upon in- 
dorsements of stock for transfer—In 
each of these various ways the trust 
company as transfer agent fuliv repays 
the mining company tor the entire cost 
of the service. 


force large enough to enable them to 
handle their own transfers, yet it Is un- 
doubtedly true In most cases that it 
would be economical in every way to 
have this work done by a transfer 
agent. 


There are many questions arising in 


connection with the transfer of shares 
which require some familiarity with 
tho statutes In order to avoid taking 
unnecessary risks. Tho transfer by ad- 
ministrators or trustees, the pledging of 
stock as collateral security and similar 
conditions often necessitate the advice 
of counsel, with which the trust com- 
pany Is always provided. Again the 
stocks may be held in different states, 
the laws of which may differ In Import- 
ant particulars, nnd In somo states 
they are technical and obscure. Tho 
risk which the transfer agent thus as- 
sumes In passing on these questions Is 
far greater than Is generally appre- 
ciated by either the stock company or 
the public, and It would seem a prudent 
thing for the average mining company 
to relieve Its officers of both the duty 
and responsibility of looking afler tho 
transfers and stock records of the com- 
pany.

New York, April 9.—An astonishing 


mutation of speculative sentiment was 
demonstrated by the action of the stock 
market today. There was not a sign 
of the distress and acute anxiety under 
which the market labored all day yes- 
terday. It Is the almost invariable rule 
that such a violent break in prices as 
that of yesterday brings in over night 
an accumulation of selling orders from 
alarmed holders of stock who wait for 
dally reports for their Information on 
the stock market, but the opening this 
morning was quiet and unruffled with 
no Important pressure to sell and with 
many notable advances induced by the 
demand of the shorts to cover. Before 
the day was over the bull leaders had 
recovered their full control of the situ- 
ation and were marking up prices and 
attracting large followlngs with all the 
facility, which has characterized their 
operations for many weeks past. There 
was very palpable manipulation and 
there were carefully organized opera- 
tions to support the market. Commis- 
sion houses which were prominent In 
bidding up stocks and which have acted 
for 
large speculative interests all 
through the recent bull campaign were 
free tenders of money below the rate 
offered by the banks at the same time 
that they were buying stocks. The 
rumor of the fiurllngton deal was re- 
habilitated and had apparently not lost 
any of Its force, although official eon 
Urination was still conspicuously lack- 
ing. 
There was revived credulity In 


many other rumors which have already 
done good service, Including the of- 
ficial supposed readjustment of Gen- 
eral Electrlc's capital and the South- 
wester merger. The settlement of the 
internal dissensions in the American 
Smelting company, the 
advance In 


price of refined sugars and the absence 
of any engagements of gold for export 
by tomorrow's steamer were all used 
with effect by the bulls. 
Advances 
reached 6 points in Burlington, and 
Rock Island, and Northwestern; 3^ In 
Northern Pacific; 4 In Texas Pacific; 4 
in Chicago % East Illinois; 3& In Me- 
tropolitan; 3 In Western Union; 3<A In 
Consolidated Gas; 4 In Amalgamated 
Copper; Sugar, 2=4; U. S. Express, 6M;

Only In one 
or two cases were the gains full main- 
tained, reactions running from 1 to 2K, 
but the market was vigorously sup- 
ported again and the close was irreg- 
" Trie pressure of profit-taking was not 
notably heavy even at the advances. 
Apparently teh speculative holders of 
stockers were determined to hold for 
a further rise unless they were forced 
nto liquidation by calling of loans or 
by wiping out of margins. There was 
much less calling of loans today than 
yesterday and this called attention to 
several causes for special pressure in 
yesterday's money market.
